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Gerassi Asked To Return

yhe tenured faculty of the 
Government Department 
voted with one dissenting vote 
to recommend the em- 
ployment of John Gerassi for 
the 1974 Fall semester. The 
recommendation would be for 
six units, Latin American 
Institutions and The Political 
Ideas of Jean-Paul Sartre. The 
department is now sending a 
message to Gerassi, who is in 
Paris 

The Government 
Department also decided to in- 
form Bond that if he again 
refused to forward their 
recommendation to the 
Chancellor, they would be 
compelled to ask the 
American Association of 
University Professors to con- 
duct an investigation, along 
with other professional 
groups. 

In addition, Gerassi's at- 
torney, David Blicker, has 
moved for an amendment to 
the breach of contract com- 
piaint to include suit for loss of 
salary and miscellaneous ex- 
penses. 

The case begins back in the 
fall of 1973. The Government 
Department at that time voted 
to hire Gerassi as a tem- 
porary, one year ap- 
pointment, lecturer. Gerassi 
was notified at his residence in 
Paris, France of the 
Government Department's 
proposal and he accepted. The

Government Department 
subsequently notified Gerassi 
when his classes would begin 
and when it was necessary for 
him to fill out the required ad- 
ministrative paper work. 
Gerassi arrived in Sac- 
ramento and filled out the re 
quired red tape. He taught two 
weeks of class. At this point he 
was told by President Bond 
that he was not hired. 
Gerassi had been dismissed 
from San Francisco State 
College in 1968 by the State 
Personnel Board. The Board's 
finding was that 


Wasser Resigns July 1 


Dr. Henry Wasser has 
resigned as vice-president of 
academic affairs, effective 
July 1, in order to return to 
Richmond College in New 
York City. Wasser has been 
with CSUS since last 
September. 


The current director of the 
international center, Dr. Pres- 
ton J. Stegenga, will serve as 
acting academic affairs vice- 
presicent until a replacement 
can be hired. 


The resignation was for 
persorval reasons. Prior to 
accepting the academic « 
fairs position, Wasser though 
he had accumulated enough 
time in the New York state 
college system to merit full 
pension benefits. He had not, 
consequently he is returning 
as a professor in American 
Literature for two years to 
fulfill pension requirements. 
He is also looking forward to 
finishing a book on higher 
education. 


Before coming to Califor- 
nia, the 55-year-old vice 


president spent 23 years in the 
New York system, 15 as a 
professor and eight as an ad- 
ministrator. Wasser was the 





dean of faculty at Richmond, 
the rough equivalent to his 
CSUS office. 

“T haven't lost interest in 
administration,” he pointed 
out. “Administrators can 
make a contribution to the 
university, but professors and 
the teaching process are what 
it is all about. The ad- 
ministrator is a facilitator. 


“I've thought of myself as 
an administrator who makes 
things work better in the lear- 
ning process.” 


Wasser did not rule out 
returning to some ad- 
ministrative capacity in the 
future

Such campus standbys as 
marching band, the art 
galleries, men’s and women’s 
sports such as football and 
field hockey may be curtailed 
or come to an abrupt halt next 
fall. The Associated Students 
(AS) fiscal 1975 budget 
provides funding for Instruc- 
tionally Related Activities 
(IRA) for only 90 days, July 
through September. 





Included in IRA are 
women's studies, business 
simulation, barrios art, 
chicanito science project, 
main and student art 
galleries, forensics, KERS, 
theater arts, marching band, 
music, men’s and women’s 
athletics. 

The programs are funded to 
varying degrees by the AS.

Garfield (Anthony) Vigil 
30, and Roger P. Schuder, 27 
received their pins as nurses 
June 8th, the only two men in 
the class of 35 

This will not mark the first 
time the University has 
graduated male nurses: in 
fact, there were two who got 
their degrees and their pins a 
year ago 

“There are a tremendous 
number of opportunities in 
nursing,’’ Schuder, who is a 
Navy veteran of six years, 
said. ‘‘I had not realized how 
many job possibilities there 
are until I began to look 
around. My wife and I are 
planning to spend two years on 
a work exchange program in 
Australia, beginning about the 
first of 1975." 

Vigil, who is a former cap 
tain in the Air Force, plans to 
attend the graduate nursing 
school at Cal State University, 
Chico, and hopes to get a job 
teaching community health 
subjects 

Do they feel it was hard to 
get a degree in a field which 
has been traditionally 
reserved for women? 

“Well, it was a little 
overwhelming at first,”’ Vigil 
said. “You could imagine how 
I felt being surrounded by 
women after spending four 
years in the service. The 
novelty wore ott, however, 
when I discovered that I was 
competing with these gals for 
grades. But since those begin- 
ning classes, I have developed 
fine friendships with many of 
my coed classmates. We have 
a common interest in nursing 
and since this field is one of the 
toughest undergraduate sub- 
jects, we have all been wor- 
king very hard at it.’ 


Schuder, too, has found that 
being a male nursing student 
has its moments of high 
adventure 

“One woman patient made 
a_ half-playful, half-senous 
pass at me while I was doing 
my hospital work in connec- 
tion with my nursing course 
work,’ Schuder said. “I was 
flattered, of course, but I kept 
my professional cool and we 
got back on a nurse-patient 
relationship.” 

Schuder completed his first 
three years of training as a 
nurse at the University of 
Michigan, courtesy of the U.S 
Navy 

“I was a corpsman with the 
Navy for several years,” 
Schuder said. “When a cir- 
cular came around requesting 
corpsmen to apply for nurses’ 
training, I thought that this 
would be an easy way to get 
some college education while I 
was inthe service; sol applied 
and was accepted. I spent 
three years at the University 
of Michigan and got most of 
my nursing training out of the 
way before I transfered to Cal 
State Sacramento this past 
fall.” 

Schuder is married and he 
and his wife Verna have a two 
year-old son Andrew 

Vigil had an unusual ex-

McKoane Continues To Fight ‘Demotion’

Director of Student Ac 
tivities Margaret (Peg) 
McKoane is currently waiting 
upon a decision of the Califor- 
nia Superior Court. This up 
coming decision is important 
because it will have a definite 
influence on McKoane’s 
grievance hearing. 

To better understand how 
McKoane’s grievance hearing 
evolved up to this point it 
might help to chronolize the 
whole problem. Peg McKoane 
came here in 1960 as Associate 
Dean of Students with res- 
ponsibilities for campus Hous- 
ing and Activities. Just before 
coming toSacramento she had 
held the title of Associate 
Dean of Students at the 
University of New Hampshire 
thereby making it a total of 18 
years that McKoane had held 
that position. 

Then, last summer just 
before her vacation the Dean 
of Students Norm Better 
decided to take Housing away 
from her direction and gave 
McKoane no reason for the ac- 
tion. McKoane requested to 
see CSUS President Bond 
about the decision. However, 
the President indicated he 
would get Dean Better andher 
together when she returned 
from vacation. 

When McKoane returned 
she had a meeting scheduled 
for the President's office. She 
was unaware of its purpose 
because at that time McKoane 
was one of three nominees for 
Academic Vice-President. 
Director McKoane did not 
know if the meeting was to 
deal with her nominaion or 
about the Dean of Students’ 
decision n Housing. Meantime 
in that morning's mail a 
memo indicated that they 
were taking away her title of 
Associate Dean and making 
her the Director of Student Ac- 
tivities. 

It is at this point that part of 
the grievance comes into the 
picture. McKoane’s pay clas- 
sification is called an SA05 
but her working title is a local 
option. The Dean cannot 
change that classification as 
McKoane has tenure as an 
SA0-5. Though not in the strict 
sense of the word. McKoane 

signed a ‘‘contract’’for 1973-74 
which stated she was to be 
called an Associate Dean in 
charge of Housing and Ac- 
tivities. It was on that as- 
sumption she agreed to sign. 
Consequently, she was quite 
shocked when they took away 
that title wihout any con 
sultation. 

The results of that 
President’s meeting cut down 
her staff from 24 people repor- 
ting directly to McKoane to 
the present four people. It 
reduced her office space and 
the cutting of her budget by 75 
percent. No reduction of

salary could occur because of 


a her tenure as a SAO5. 


McKoane contends that 
these moves are essentially a 
demotion So McKoane’s 
grieyances are she was 
demoted without reasons nor 
had there been complaints on 
her pvertormance. Director 
McKoare can be legally 
transferreti ‘taterally but not 
for the wrong reason 

According to procedtfe a 
person with a grievance has 20 
working days from the time of 
the action to file a grievance. 
This McKoane did though she 
was told the matter was not 
grievable. However that 
position was changed to where 
McKoane does have rights to 
go through a grievance 
procedure. 


There are two ways in 
which one may choose to have 
a grievance procedure. One 
can either go before a hearing 
officer or one can go before a 
faculty committee of three. 
Since this was not the typical 
case of a faculty member not 
receiving tenure but one hav- 
ing much more complexity, 
McKoane decided to go before 
a hearing officer. 

This procedure permits the 
grieving party to have an at- 


torney representative. Peg 
McKoane’s attorney 
represenative in this 


procedure is Jehn Poswall. 
Present during the gnevance 
hearings which were held in 
January and lasted three days 
was Professor Joseph Heller 
who was the U.P.C. observer 

U.P.C. is the faculty union 
on Campus. 

What occurs next is that the 
tapes of the grievance 
hearings are reviewed by the 
hearing officer. After listen 
ing to the tapes and reviewing 
the evidence, he makes his 
decision on the basis of the 
process. He decides whether 
the University violated itsown 
procedures. In other words, 
did they have the right to 
make that particular decision. 


The hearing officer then 
makes a procedural response 
to that question. 

McKoane then has a chance 
to submit a final brief and the 
other side has a chance to res- 
pond to her bnef. They then 
have the opportunity to put in 
their fina! brief and McKoane 
has the opportunity te respond 
to their brief. At the present 
time, the procedure is at the 
point of McKoane’s response 
to their brief. The reason for 
Peg McKoane'’s waiting of her 
response is related to the up 
coming decision of the 
Superior Court 

McKoane’s representative 
has requested a Wnt of Man 
date for the court. In it she is 
asking that President Bond be 
disqualified on making the 
final decision. 

Ordinariiy~the hearing of- 
ficer when he receives all the 
responses will make a 
decision which then goes 
through the President to the 
faculty panel and in turn back 
to the President who must 
then make the final decision. 
Director McKoane contends 
that in her case the President 
is too involved in the initial 
decision and since he was a 
witness at her grievance hear- 
ing where he gave testimony 
makes it impossible for him to 
make a fair and just decision. 

Bond was asked by 
McKoane’s attorney to dis- 
qualify himself. He refused 
Her attorney then asked the 
Chancellor's Office to dis 
qualify the President. The of- 
fice refused to do so. 

This gave her no other op- 
tion but to go to Superior 
Court. The courts generally 
arevery reluctant toenter into 
internal governance and af- 
fairs of the academic com- 
munity. Therefore the court 
accepting the case is im- 
portant. 

Judge White has put the 
case on the priority calendar 
and it will be coming up for 
decision sometime soon. If the 
President is removed the 
problem remaining is who

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Media Center Expands

The Center for Instruc- 
tional Media has recently 
received a $30,000 Title-Six 
educational grant for ad 


ditional work in its audio 
visual education program, 
especially in the area of 


faculty development and 
training. The grant is mainly 
for use with ‘‘carrells,’ elec- 
trically wired booths, (similar 
to those without electricity in 
the present library) in which 
students may view and listen 
to programs developed by 
their instructors 

With the 24 new carrells set 
up in the Media Reserve Room 
of the new library, instructors 
fromevery department will be 
able to call on the Media 
Center for help improving 
their course presentation or 
content Says James 
Straukamp, Coordinator of 
Television Services and the 
Media Production Team 
‘The emphasis is on enhan 
cing instruction and how to 
structure a course so that it 
achieves the most, using 
audio-visual, etc.” Tohelpim 
plement the program, a new 
faculty member with instruc 
tion curriculum expenence 
will be added next fall 

This is the newest program 
the Media Center is planning 
Started in fall 1973, in response 
to instructional needs both on 
campus and within the Sac- 
ramento area, a_ student- 
faculty cooperative media 
production team was 
organized. This team, which 
includes a staff of television 
engineers technicians, 
photographers, graphic ar

In a few weeks it will be Ume to ring out 
the old fiscal year and ring in the new with its 
promises of greater debt and wider waste 
Even now, Congress is being asked to 
reconsecrate our money, 3.7 billion dollars 
of it. to Indochina, which, according to the 
Indochina Resource Center, will add up to 
our spending a couple of hundred million 

, more there than we do for assistance In all 
‘thexcest of the world combined 

Indéekina Resource Center, an anti-war 

research groun with a long record of ac 
curacy, has gone éver what Nixon is asking 
from Congress. It figures that, if he gets it 
not too many more than 50,000 people will be 
killed in Cambodia and Vietnam in Fiscal 
75 That would be a drop-off of 25,000 over 
this last year of Peace with Honor in which 
another 125,000 were wounded and a million 
made homeless 

Neither Nixon nor any other member of 
the Administration has come torward to 
refute the Center's contention that 25,000 
less people may die in Fiscal ‘75 than in Fis 
cal 74 despite the fact that we would be step 
ping up our rate of expenditures It's a bad 


sign for the budget if we're going to ex 
perience a drop in the deaths-per dollar 
ratio in those countries, since short of the 
obliteration of the entire population there's 
no Way we can get an Amencan governmem 
to stop throwing our money away there 


No Dollars for Food 


Famine threatens parts of India, Pakis 
tan and Bangladesh, uncounted numbers 
are already dead of starvation inthe Afncan 
Sahel but last year American aid was 
down in all of those places from 6 to 5% 
percent. Why can't we waste some money 
there instead of in Indochina, where close 
examination shows that even the money 
that is supposed to go to help people is really 
dispersed to help the war 

Under the euphemism of “food and nut 
rition. ’ the Administration is asking for $185 
million. This money is for fuel, fertilizer and 
pesticides, all indispensable for growing the 
new miracle rice strains the Americans 
have introduced This had to be done 
because a million acres of paddies were 
abandoned either directly because of the 
war or because the farmers were 
conscripted 

It would be much cheaper to return to 
traditional and successful farming methods 
than to continue to rely on expensive pet 
rochemical agriculture. A return to the 
bountiful past would necessitate General 
Thieu having to let the rice farmers out of 
the semi-concentration camps/sem) 
refugee centers where he keeps them
